I planted tomatoes, a new wilt resistant variety 
developed by Dr. Norton of the Maryland Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. My neighbors liked the 
new variety. “Will you sell us seed?” they asked. 
I did, and started in the seed business. 


Growing tomato seed paid my way through the 
University of Maryland Agricultural College. As or- 
ders began to come in from distant states I started 
to print a catalog. Yes, all this business grew out of 
a single package of tomato seed.
